No. DNBC-22/DG(S)-73.- — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sections 45J. 45K and 45L of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934. the Reserve Bank of 
India, being satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest 
and to regulate the credit system to the advantage of the 
country so to do, hereby directs that the Non-Banking 
Financial Companies (Reserve Bank") Directions, 1966, shall, 
with effect from the 1st September 1973, be amended in the 
following manner, namely : — 

I, In, sub-paragraph (1") of paragraph 2— 

1. In clause (b), the words “but does not include any 
script broadcast on the radio” occurring after the 
words “exposed cinematograph films”, shall be 
deleted: 

2. c’ausc (d) shall be deleted; 

3. in clause (f) — 

(a). sub-clause (111 shall be deleted; 

(hi in sub-clause (iiil, the words “or any loan received 
. frpm any person registered under any law relating 
to moneyl'ipding which is for the time being in 
force” occurring after the words “Reserve Bank 
of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934)”. shall be dented; 

(c) sub-clause (vii) shall be deleted: 

<d) in sub-clause (ix), for the word “members” occur- 
ring after the words “private company from its”, 
the word “shareholders”, shall be substituted: 

(e) for sub-clause (xii), the fol’owing shall be substituted,

“Provided that for the purpose of clause (d). ‘deposit’ 
shall not include anv loan secured by the creation of a 
mortgage or pledge of the assets of the company or any part 
thereof — 

(a) if there is a margin of at least twenty-five per cent 
of the market value) of the assets charged as security 
for the loan, and 

(b) in case more than twenty persons are given the 
same assets as security for the loan, the mortgage 
or pledge, as the case may be. is also created in 
favour of a trustee, which should be either a sche- 
duled commercial hank or an executor and trustee 
company which is a subsidiary of such scheduled 
commercial bank and the company has executed a 
trust deed in favour of such scheduled commercial 
bank or its subsidiary as the case may be. 

Provided further, that if the Reserve Bank is satisfied, that 
a mortgage or a pledge created by a company ir not in the 
public interest, or is not conducive to the proper rem’ation 
of the credit system of the country, it may declare that the 
deposits sought to be secured bv such mortgage or pledge 
shall still be deemed. to be deposits and shall not be entitled 
to the benefit of the first proviso, 1 "
